Chicago , Jan. 27.—In a wretched ho vel 
at 71 West Six teenth street Timo thy Ray 
o nce a pro spero us railro ad emplo ye, his 
wife and two children were fo und yester­ 
day afterno o n lying unco nscio us 011 the 
flo o r. 
Ray had no t o f late asso ciated in­ 
timately with any o f his neighbo rs, who 
are all o f the po o rer class, and the wo man 
and children seemed to feel the disgrace 
which hi* habit o f drinking to ex cess had 
fo rced upo n them. 
Mrs. Ray has been ill 
fo r so me time, but no t apparently in im­ 
mediate need o f assistance, and the kind 
o ilers o f tho se who attem pted to relieve 
her were no t always received with cheer­ 
fulness. 
Several days having 
passed, 
ho wever, during which no member o f the 
Ray family had been seen entering o r 
leaving the ho use, the neighbo rs became 
alarmed, and, after failing to gain en­ 
trance to the ho vel, no tified the po lice. 
F ou r D y in g of S ta r v a tion . 
Officer Gava, o f the Max well Street sta­ 
tio n, came at o nce, and, battering do wn 
the do o r, ex po sed a ho rrible sight. The 
ho vel had o ne lo ng, lo w ro o m, in which 
were a few articles o f fu rnitu re o f the 
mo st dilapidated descriptio n, and o n the 
flo o r, half dressed in ragged garments and 
unco nscio us, were Ray, his wife and two 
little girls. The atmo sphere was stifling, 
and it was tho u ght at first that all were 
dead. Physicians after an ho ur’s incessant 
labo r succeeded in reviving the wo man 
and the children, but the man remaining 
unco nscio us was taken to the co unty ho s­ 
pital, where in an ho ur he died. 
O u t of F ood for T w o W e e k s. 
In feeble to nes and bro ken sentences 
Mrs. Ray to ld the po lice her sto ry o f star­ 
vatio n. Her husband, she said, had earned 
no thing fo r the past year. 
When they 
were married he had a go o d po sitio n, but 
after a sho rt time he had fallen into bad 
habits, ami had lo st wo rk as o ften as be 
had secured it. She had suppo rted the 
children and her husband by washing and 
scrubbing abo ut to wn until the week be­ 
fo re Christmas, when she had fallen ill. 
She had since been unable to wo rk. 
The 
children had managed to secure 
fo o d 
eno ugh to keep the family alive until two 
week» ago , when, ex hausted by hunger 
and o ver-ex ertio n, they had beco me to o 
sick to leave the ho use. 
T h e H u slm n d D r u n k for T w o M on th s. 
Her husband, the wo man said, had been 
dru nk two mo nths. She bad o nly a co n­ 
fused reco lletio n o f the time when she 
lo st co nscio usness. The children had be­ 
co me quiet, and she tho ught they were 
a-leep. 
She lay beside them o n the flo o r. 
She remembered that her hu-band after­ 
ward came in and stumbled o ver them to 
a co rner. She tho u ght it was nearly dark 
then, but did no t kno w what day it was. 
Kind neighbo rs cared fo r Mrs. Ray and 
her children last night, and the physicians 
say that they are in a fair way to reco ver, 
altho ugh the mo ther is still dangero usly 
ill. Had the o fficer been a few ho urs later 
she must have died.

A n E x c h a n ge of V olle y s a n d 
t h e K e ds

O m aha, Neb., Jan. 27.—A special fro m 
Rapid City, S. D., says: An arrival fro m 
Lo wer Spring creek yesterday bro ught the 
news o f an attack made by a party o f In­ 
dians upo n the ranch o f No ah Newbanks 
sho rtly ufter sundo wn Saturday night, 
Newbanks, his family and three men who 
are in his emplo y had ju st finished their 
suppers and were seated abo ut the ro o m 
discussing the affairs o f the day, when, 
witho ut a mo ment’s warning, a crashing 
o f .-lass was heard, fo llo wed by the repo rt 
o f a rifle. Seizing their arms, Newbanks 
and his men rushed o ut o f the do o rs o nly 
to meet ano ther vo lley fro m a party o f In­ 
dians who had taken a po sitio n abo ut 150 
yards fro m the ho use. 
B lood -S ta in * o il tfec Grass. 
Fo rtunately no ne o f the whites was in­ 
jured. 
They immediately returned the 
fire, and the Indians retreated acro ss the 
Cheyenne. A vigilant lo o k-o ut was kept 
at the ranch all night, but the Indians did 
no t retu rn to the attack. Nex t mo rning 
the gro und was clo sely ex amined, and in 
several places the grass was fo und to be 
stained with blo o d, and fro m this it is 
tho u ght that so me o f the Indians were 
w o u n ded.

chief library o f the city was co ntained in 
the palaceo f K anyunjik. The clay ls» o ks 
which co mpo sed its co ntents were sets o f 
tablets co vered with very small letters. 
The tablets are all o blo ng in shaj**, and 
when several o f them are used fo r o ne 
bo o k the first line o f the tablet fo llo wing 
was w ritten at the end o f the o ne pre­ 
ceding it. 
The w riting was do ne when 
the clay o f the tablet was so ft; it, was 
then baked to harden it. Each tablet was 
num bered ju st as librarians o f to day 
num lter the bo o ks o f which they have 
charge.—» St. Lo uis Republic.

Sam's official letter writers about inter­ 
national law. 
One J im Blaine took the 
matter in hand. 
He is said to be a plain 
spoken statesman and therefore in his let­ 
ters to the Britishers there was no monkey 
business, so to speak. 
As secretary of 
State he has, of late, held his correspond­ 
ence 
with 
the 
Canadian 
authorities 
through a Mr. Tupper, the latter com­ 
plaining that the American rev enue cut­ 
ters are not now treating her m ajesty’s 
seamen properly and Mr. Blaine suggests 
that the Canadians shall keep their ma­ 
rauders out of the Behring Sea. 
The 
Eng'ish claim that they hav e right to kill 
seal beyond three miles of the American 
shore but it is said that the rascals do not 
confine their poaching to any sort of re­ 
strictions. 
Thus it is the quarrel goes on and we 
may soon hear of seizures by our rev enue 
cutters, rescues by British armed cruisers, 
followed with a nav al engagement in the 
Behring Sea anti then the “ Cry hav oc, 
and let “ slip the dogs of war." 
Howev er, Lord Salisbury is now en 
deav oring to bring the matter before the 
United States supreme court, where it 
may be adjudicated 
without a fight. 
Blaine believ es that the State department 
can settle the affair. 
There has been no 
phase of the Behring Sea dispute so re­ 
markable as that dev eloped in the United 
States Supreme Court recently. 
A more 
extraordinary mov e has nev er been made 
in that tribunal, and. looking at its diplo­ 
matic significance, its parallel is not to be 
found in the annals of diplomacy. 
It is nothing less than an appeal by 
Great Britain from the executiv e to the 
judicial department of our gov ernment of 
a diplomatic issue still under diplomatic 
discussion. 
It can only be taken as an 
amazing Hank mov ement of Lord Salis­ 
bury.
